ORDER 

WHEREAS, by order dated August 31, 1984, the Supreme Court appointed an 

Advisory Committee on Lawyer Discipline to study the lawyer discipline process and to 

recommend such changes as it deemed appropriate for the consideration of the Court; and 

WHEREAS, on December 2, 1985, the Supreme Court Advisory Committee 

filed a petition in the Supreme Court recommending certain changes to the Rules on 

Lawyers Professional Responsibility and a public hearing was held on those 

recommendations on March 18, 1986; and 

WHEREAS, the Lawyers Professional Responsibility Board submitted proposals 

for further rule changes on February 6, 1986, which proposals were not considered on 

March 18, 1986, by this Court because there had been an insufficient period of time for 

notice and comment regarding the Board’s further proposals; 

NOW, THEREFORE, it is hereby ordered that a public hearing be held in the 

Supreme Court chambers at the State Capitol in St. Paul at 10:00 a.m. on December 12, 

1986, to consider amendments to the Rules on Lawyers Professional Responsibility. 



IT IS HEREBY FURTHER ORDERED that any person wishing to obtain a copy 

of the petition write to the Clerk of the Appellate Courts, 230 State Capitol, St. Paul, 

Minnesota, 55155. 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that: 

1. All persons, including members of the Bench and Bar, desiring to present 

written statements concerning the subject matter of the hearing, but who do not desire to 

make an oral presentation at the hearing, shall file 10 copies of such statement with the 

Clerk of the Appellate Courts, 230 State Capitol, St. Paul, Minnesota, 55155, on or before 

December 1, 1986, and 

2. All persons desiring to make oral presentation at the hearing shall file 10 

copies of the material to be so presented with the aforesaid clerk together with 10 copies 

of a request to make the oral presentation. Such statements and requests shall be filed on 

or before December 1, 1986.

WHEREAS, the lawyers of Minnesota and the organized bar have 

traditionally demonstrated concern for, and leadership in, the administration of 

programs effecting improvements in the regulation of thepractice of law, and 

WHEREAS, the Supreme Court has constitutional authority to regulate 

the practice of law, and 

WHEREAS, the Supreme Court, at the urging of the lawyers of the 

state, has periodically established Boards to regulate the admission to and 

practice of law and has assessed each lawyer in the state of Minnesota a fee to 

support the activities of those Boards; and 

WHEREAS, the Supreme Court believes it prudent to periodically 

reexamine the mechanism for funding these activities; and 

WHEREAS, the Supreme Court by order dated March 27, 1986 has 

appointed the Attorney Registration Fee Committee to participate in this 

periodic reexamination; 

NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that the Attorney 

Registration Fee Committee shall examine the current methods of funding the 

several Boards regulating the practice of law, and shall consider any alternative 

financing methods it deems appropriate. The committee shall report to the
